*“*dada la importancia que pueden tener estos canales comunitarios para 
el ejercicio de la libertad de expresiUn, resulta inadmisible el 
establecimiento de marcos legales discriminatorios o formas de 
dilaciUn que obstaculicen la adjudicaciUn de frecuencias a radios 
comunitarias... El Estado mexicano, en su funciUn de administrador de 
las ondas del espectro radioelEctrico deberla promover las 
reglamentaciones que permitan asignarlas de acuerdo a criterios

**x MEXICO [and non]. BONILLA CHAPTER VIII - QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


CGC readers have asked several questions about the Bonilla case; the 
most common ones are paraphrased below in a question and answer 
format: 


Q. ERI seems to have made a case against the directional antenna 
pattern claimed by XHBCE-FM on Cerro Bola. Has Mr. Bonilla said 
anything in his defense? 


A. A response has come from Broadcast Company of the Americas (BCA) 
in a letter to the FCC dated August 5, 2005. In it, Dr. Ali Mahnad 
stated that he was instrumental in the design of the antenna and that 
non-obvious slots and parasitics were incorporated as pattern shaping 
tools. However, Dr. Mahnad provided no direct evidence to support his 
claim and did not certify his response under penalty of perjury, so 
his Declaration must either be taken on faith or disregarded. 


BCA's attorney continued his pattern of saying some things that are 
technically incorrect, and not saying other things that should be 
important to address. BCA commented on the Cerro Bola 8-bay antenna 
issue only. BCA did not respond to Lazer's request for detailed 
information on the XHBCE Cerro Grande directional antenna, did not 
discuss the 4-bay antenna recently discovered on Cerro Bola and has 
not addressed any of the fraud allegations in Lazer's pleading (CGC 
4698) . 


Q. Have any papers been published on slant wire directionalization 
for AM stations? 


A. Yes. Grant Bingeman's paper from Continental Electronics is a 
wonderful resource. It is available on the web and easy to read. 
There are two well known slant wire installations in Mexico: XEWB in 
Veracruz and XEQI in Monterrey. In both of these cases, the stations 
are internationally notified as being non-directional, and the intent 
of the slant wires is to increase the signal strengths in directions 
away from the U.S., so it is unlikely that the U.S. would object to 
the use of slant wires in those instances. 


Contrast the Veracruz and Monterrey cases to the three Bonilla AM 
stations (XESS, XESDD and XEKTT) which are close to the U.S./Mexican 
border, are notified as being multi-tower directionals (to protect the 
U.S.), but in fact have only single towers and internationally 
unauthorized slant wires. The Bingeman paper is available at 

http: //www.contelec.com/Files/amitra.pd£ It does not address the 
issues of skywave protection or slant wire sag, however. 


Q. Any truth to the rumor that BCA has told the FCC that it doesn't 
need a Section 325(c) permit to send programming across the U.S./ 
Mexican border? 


A. Yes. BCA told the Commission that if a 325 permit was not issued 
for XHBCE's new Cerro Bola transmitter plant, and "....if listeners in 
the San Diego area are to continue to receive "El Cucuy" [a program 
produced in Los -ngeles] at all," one option is that "the licensee of 
XHBCE-FM will be forced to attempt to obtain "El Cucuy" elsewhere 
including, potentially, from other Mexican stations who would receive 
the program pursuant to Section 325 authorizations already issued by 
the FCC" (page 2 of BCA's July 29, 2005 letter to the FCC). 


Since this looks like an end-run around the FCC's 325 requirement, 
we'll let the FCC sort this one out. Please hold any further 


questions; ultimately the FCC will decide the issues. 


THANKS TO MR. HAL GRIGSBY --- Three CGC Communicator readers remind us 


that the just-concluded U.S./Mexico High Level Consultative Commission 
meeting in Mexico City owes much of its success to the hard work and 
devotion of Mr. Hal Grigsby at the U.S. Department of State. As many 
of you will recall, Mr. Grigsby was the engineer in charge of the San 
Diego FCC field office for many years. Put simply, Mr. G. knows what 
works (and does not work) when it comes to preventing cross-border 
radio frequency interference problems through policy decisions. 


Both the U.S. and Mexico are fortunate to have him working on new 
agreements to foster new radio services on both sides of the border, 
and to avert long- term problems.

*x NEW ZEALAND. DX-ing in Norway can be divided into 2 groups, DXing 
on Medium Wave or DXing on Shortwave. During the winter-months 
(October to March) the big thing on MW is getting the North American 
stations, and because the north of Norway has the **Midnight Sun** in 
the summer, you have the **midnight darkness** [you mean **noontime 
darkness** -- gh] in the winter, no daylight at all (!!!) giving a 
very good opportunity to catch the low power MW stations in North 
America as well as MW stations in Pacific and Asia. 


Believe it or not, so far, NOBODY in Norway has yet verified a NZ MW 
station, although some have QSLs from Fiji, Tonga and Australia.

Advantage Network, que distribuir- programas, cobertura de bEisbol 
profesional y ESPN Deportes, la versiUn en espaQol de ESPN. 


"Fue un toque de atenciUn", dijo sobre las cifras del censo Ellen 
Neuborne, directora de la revista de la industria Marketing To The 
Emerging Majorities. AcotU que antes del 2000, muchas compaOlas habian 
subestimado el mercado hispano. 


"Ahora tienen los n’meros como para tener en claro el negocio. No es 
simplemente una teorla. Uno puede contarlos y allI est-n", afixrmuU. 


Clear Channel, con sede en San Antonio, recientemente convertiU 
emisoras radiales en inglEs al formato Hurban en Albuquerque (Nuevo 
MExico), Atlanta, Denver, Houston y Miami. En otras ciudades, el giro 
de Clear Channel ha sido a formatos m-s tradicionales como el regional 
mexicano, que incluye una mezcla de m’sica de mariachi, rom-ntica, 
tropical o contempor-nea, con Exitos hispanos. 


Aunque Los ;ngeles, Nueva York y Miami han tenido desde hace tiempo 
numerosas poblaciones hispanas y radios en espaQol para servirlas, 
otros sitios como Charlotte (Carolina del Norte), el -rea de Kansas 
City y Providence (Rhode Island) se encuentran ahora entre los 50 
principales mercados para la radio hispana, lo que refleja una 
tendencia nacional de migraciUn a las zonas fuera del sudoeste y de 
las grandes ciudades de la costa este. 


La emisora Hurban de Atlanta es la radio de mejor rendimiento de Clear 
Channel en el -rea, dijo Alonso. Y en algunos mercados, la radio en 
espa0ol supera a todas las dem-s en el n’mero de oyentes para algunos 
grupos demogr:-ficos durante la hora de mayor tr-nsito matutino. 


La emisora WSKQ-FM de Nueva York, por ejemplo, en un momento de este 
aOo alcanzU el primer puesto para jovencitos de 12 aQos en adelante, 
mientras que KLVE-FM y KSBA-FM estuvieron primeras en los grupos de 
25-54 aos, seg’n Arbitron. En Denver, KBNO-AM ha estado en primer 
lugar desde octubre en la categoria de 18-34 durante la hora de mayor 
tr-nsito por la maQana. 


No todos coinciden en que la radio en espaQol supera las de rock y 
"country" (m’sica rural), aduciendo que el mEtodo de recolecciUn de 
datos de grupos Etnicos no es preciso debido a que las muestras han 
sido tradicionalmente reducidas. Henry y otros dijeron que la 
metodologia de las encuestas est: mejorando. 


Jeff Liberman, presidente de la divisiUn de radio de Entravision 
Communication Corp., ha operado durante a0os fuera de los grandes 
centros de poblaciUn. La compaOIa es propietaria de emisoras en 20 de 
los principales 50 mercados hispanos, pero tambiEn transmite a 
mercados m-s reducidos como El Paso y McAllen (Texas), ciudades cerca 
de grandes comunidades tras la frontera en MExico. Liberman tambiEn 
trabaj0 en lo que considerU una de las primeras emisoras en espaQol de 
la naciUn en FM, KLVE. 


"La mayorla pensaba que mi familia estaba loca", dijo cuando la 
emisora sali al aire en 1975. "En ese entonces la preocupaciUn era 
que muchos de la audiencia a la que nos dirigiamos no tenian radios de 
FM para recibir la seQal". 


La estaciUn sobrevivil y otras est-n apareciendo en el dial de FM a 
medida que los hispanos se tornan m-s prUsperos. Los c-lculos sobre el 
poder adquisitivo de los hispanos rondan ahora en los 630.000 millones 
de dUlares, casi el triple a los 233.000 millones en 1990, y se 
anticipa que subir: a los 926.000 millones en el 2007, seg’n la firma 
de comercializaciUn Heinrich Hispanidad, con sede en Denver. 


"Ese siempre ha sido el origen de las estaciones en espa0ol", dijo 
Alonso. "Solian estar en el extremo de la banda de AM, pero ahora se 
pueden ix de un AM marginal a una AM mejor, o a una emisora de FM". 


Mientras la poblaciUn hispana representa ahora casi el 14% de la 
poblaciUn en Estados Unidos, los gastos de las compaOIas que intentan 
acceder a este mercado equivalen sUlo al 3,2% de la inversiUn total en 
publicidad, seg’n la AsociaciUn de Agencias Publicitarias Hispanas.

La emisora KBNO de Denver ‘‘QuE bueno’* ejecuta m’sica de bandas 
desconocidas para el estadounidense tipico: Grupo Montez de Durango, 
Conjunto Primavera, Los Tigres del Norte. 


El vicepresidente de la emisora, Mike Ferrufino, tambiEn ofrece un 
programa de consejos para los consumidores y otro que invita a los 
oyentes a transmitir sus propios avisos clasificados. 


"Nuestra fuerza es nuestra localizaciUn, servicio comunitario y 
participaciUn comunitaria", dice Ferrufino. "Hay una escasez de acceso 
informativo a los hispanohablantes y nosotros suministramos 
informaciUn". 


Aunque la localizaciUn es clave, KBNO ha alcanzado su primer puesto 
matutino con la ayuda del programa "Piolin por la maQana" producido en 
Los Angeles, que tambiEn tiene gran audiencia en otros mercados donde 
es distribuido. Eddie Sotelo, alias Piolin, entretiene a los oyentes 
con chistes y participaciUn de la audiencia.

The Observer learned last night that the next executive producer of 
ABC News' Nightline will be James Goldston, the British television 
journalist best known for having edited Martin Bashir’s famously 
discomfiting Michael Jackson documentary, according to sources 
directly familiar with Goldstonis contract negotiations. Goldston, 


currently a senior producer of primetime specials and investigative 
reports for ABC News, inked the deal with the network yesterday 
afternoon, the sources said. 


Goldston will take over for Tom Bettag -- Nightline's longtime 
executive producer and a close friend of anchor Ted Koppel -- who 
plans to step down when Koppel does, this coming December. The two 
announced their ‘‘suicide pact’* this spring, after years of tense 
relations with the network stemming from ABC's aggressive and 
unsuccessful 2002 bid to lure David Letterman to the 11:35 time slot 
Nightline has held for 25 years. 


Goldston's top competition for the post was Sara Just, the current 
second-in-command at Nightline, who was said to be the preferred 
candidate among the showis tight-knit staff. Just traveled to New York 
for a meeting this morning with ABC brass. ABC plans for her to 
continue to work as managing senior producer of the show at least 
through the December transition, an ABC source said. 


Since Koppel and Bettag announced their intention to leave, the 
Alphabet network has been experimenting with new formats for 
Nightline, the storied half-hour, single-topic program that has won 
every major journalism award more than once, including eight Peabodys, 
twelve duPont-Columbia awards, and scores of Emmys. Just has overseen 
the experimentation, trying out multi-topic and multi-anchor shows on 
Koppel's two nights off each week. 


The shows have featured fill-in anchors Chris Bury, Jake Tapper, Bill 
Weir and Cynthia McFadden, among others. Segments have included a 
homage to still-not-retired 46-year-old baseball legend Rickey 
Henderson, narrated by ESPN's Jeremy Schaap, and a much-buzzed about 
alternative-format edition shot in New York, on a stage that resembled 
a jazz club, with a smoke machine and small tables and chairs for the 
audience. 


Goldston is scheduled to take over the experimental programming in two 
weeks, according to a newtwork source. 


In response to public speculation about what will become of Nightline, 
which began as a 20-minute show called *‘America Held Hostage’* during 
the 1979-80 Iran hostage crisis, ABC News executives have said 
repeatedly that no matter what happens to the format after the old 
guard leaves, the show will retain its basic DNA: same in-depth 
interviews. Same moody gravitas. Same set; same staff; same city. 


But Goldstonis appointment over Just -- a long-time staffer with a 
flawless Nightline pedigree -- makes those assurances somewhat less 
reassuring. Despite an accomplished career abroad, including a long 


stint with the British television network ITV, where he produced the 
popular Iraq war news show "Shock and Awe," Goldston is still an 
outsider, assigned to lead a close-knit group that is often accused of 
elitism and clubbiness by others at the network. He lives in New York, 
and Nightline is shot in Washington. Bettag originally did the 
executive producer job from New York as well, but the news has only 
fueled insider speculation that the network has plans to move 
Nightline to its New York studios, where executives can keep a closer 
eye on the staff. 


Goldstonis appointment also raises the possibility that Bashir, who 
works as a correspondent for ABC News, might join his old friend on 
Nightline. Producers have auditioned a rotating docket of talent on 
Koppel’s off-nights but have not settled on a new anchor or anchors, 
and Bashir could be a promising candidate. His documentary * ‘Living 
with Michael Jackson’* was originally produced for ITV in 2003. It 
aired on ABC that same year and drew more than 27 million viewers. 
That program, in which Jackson extolled the virtues of sharing his bed 
with little boys, became not-damning-enough evidence at the heart of 
Mx. Jacksonis second child molestation trial, at which Mr. Bashir 
testified and which concluded earlier this year. 


Thus the new Ted Koppel could be the man who helped sear an image of 
the King of Pop's bedtime habits into the American brain. 


Still, for Nightline fans who wish the show would stay the same, the 
results could have been worse -- a lot worse. The appointment of 
Goldston should at least quell persistent rumors that ABC might bring 
in Ellen DeGeneres or Chris Rock to replace Koppel and make a go of 
taking on Jay Leno and Letterman. It also should at least forestall 
the efforts of ABCis sports and entertainment divisions, both of which 
had been working up proposals for what they would do with the coveted 
late-night time period. 


And if nothing else, beleaguered Jimmy Kimmeldthe recipient of 
Nightline's lead-in, who must by now have developed a nervous tic for 
all the rumors of his showis imminent cancellation or exile to a wee- 
hours time slotécan breathe a little easier. For the time being

Using an IC703 and PAR EndFedZ 
end-fed 17M dipole, Australia arrives loudly night after night. Heard 
an Australian Rules football match the other night around 0500z. The 
17 MHz signals, though, remain right at my local noise level. 


Been SWL since very young, and started with an odd radio -- the Radio 
Shack Timekube, crystal controlled for 5, 10 and 15 MHz. Not a lot of 
intriguing programming, with all the tones, time ticks, and weather 
reports -- but it certainly helped me learn about radio propagation! 
My best DX with the 'Kube were BPM, China, on 5 MHz -- LOL, Buenos 
Aires, Argentina -- and a detailed letter from ZUO, Olifontsfontein, 
South Africa. 


Will experiment with my VX5R Yaesu HT, along with an AOR Window Loop 
to see what SW broadcast DX I can dig up from a portable location away 


from the incessant noise at my apartment. The IC703 does have DSP, but 
it sometimes removes more voice than it does static, if I turn it up 
more than setting "5". 


So far, the Window Loop works extremely well with the IC703, despite 
the noise here. Some experimenters have set up CW beacons running 
about 100-200 milliwatts around 4096.5 kHz CW, and I can still hear 
the beeps and tones long after sunrise. When the New Mexico government 
contractor sent out the "Yosemite Sam" DSB beacon around February, I 
could hear it on 3700 kHz DSB all day long, with only a brief fade 
from 11:00 AM until 1:00 PM. My friend, Bob, N7TWJ, with a low NVIS 
80/40M dipole about four feet up could hear the "Sam" tape loop all 
day long, in comparison. 


Tried the 500ML longwave loop for the Window Loop, but it's far too 
small in pickup area to hear much more than regional LF beacons. With 
the addition of a Select-A-Tenna, it works a little better, but did 
not justify the $99 cost. The wire loop works much better from 3-32 
MHz than the little ferrite loop for LW/MW. 


Been focussing on SW broadcast listening from 15-22 MHz, and will send 
my reports when I get something interesting. 73 (KB7AQD, Robert
